The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was held on 
Thursday, 19th September at 7.30 pm in the Old Farmhouse 
Youth facilities 
Old Farmhouse: The County Council are assessing in 
which order the alterations need to be made to the building to 
include a youth ‘drop-in’ centre at the Farmhouse. The Legal 
Department is also addressing the matter of an agreement 
between the Pansh and County Councils for use of the build- 
ing. 
Skateboard/BMX ramp 
Quotations for this facility have still not been obtained. A 
father of one of the youths is helping them to ascertain details 
on ramps, suitability, siting etc. The Parish Council asked for 
co-operation from the youths concerned as there had been 
several complaints about BMX/skateboarders digging up 
grassed areas in the Village and also leaving litter around 
these areas. The Mall was another area where residents had 
experienced near ‘accidents’ and abuse from the BMX/skate- 
boarders. Some residents were, therefore, not supporting the 


Pansh Council on the provision of facilities for these youths. 
Royal British Legion 
It was agreed to make a donation of £20 towards a memor- 
ial wreath. 
SCDC Sports/Arts Activities - Half Term 
All arrangements had been made for these activitics occur- 
ing at the Village Hall during half term for 5-12 year olds. 
Traffic assessment re Tesco proposal 
J. Reynolds (County Councillor) agreed to arrange for an 
officer of the County Council to meet with the Parish Council 
to discuss this matter. It was also agreed that the overnight 
lorry parking problem could be raised at the mecting. 
Village Hall extension planning meeting 
This planning consent had now been granted by the 
District Council with conditions regarding the provision of 
acoustic insulation in the building to minimise noise distur- 
bance to residents. 
Swimming facilities 
There was some concern that the Village had not been 
included in a feasibility study being carned out on behalf of 
the District Council. The Clerk was asked to write to ask 
whether Bar Hill might be considered for this. 
Autumn/winter maintenance programme - Hedges, 
shrubs, trees 
This work will be commencing in October and will contin- 
ue through to next February.

Dear Parents, 

As parents whose children attend Bar Hill Schoo, we have 
taken the unusual step of putting pen to paper, being unable to 
gauge parental feeling concerning security at the School 

Whilst we applaud the friendly community atmosphere at 
the School, which Mr. Kilsby and his staff work extremely 
hard to achieve, we are becoming increasingly uncomfortable 
at the ease with which anyone can gain entry to, or leave, the 
School grounds unobserved during class or playtime. To the 
best of our knowledge there are four gates unlocked through- 
out the day. 

It is not our intention to spread alarm and despondency, 
nor do we want a ‘lock-up’ approach, but we do want peace of 
mind when handing over our little ones for the day, obvious- 
ly, deliveries and emergency services need to be able to gain 
entry at a moment's notice. 

Mr. Kilsby and Mr. Fuller (Chair of the School Governors) 
have assured us that, directly after the Dunblane incident, a 
meeting of the School Governors was held and it was decided 
that an appropnate level of security had already been reached. 
However, since not all parents had been asked for their opin- 
ions, both Mr. Kilsby and Mr. Fuller were open to change 
should the mood of the parents wish it so. 

With this in mind we will be canvassing the opinion of 
parents outside the School gates. We would be interested to 
hear your opinions.

Swavesey Village College 
1996 GCSE Examination Results 


For the fifth year in a row our pupils achieved 
outstanding examination results. Indeed, 1996 
turned out to be a record year for the College. 

The headline figure of 67% 5+ higher grade (A- 
C) passes was keenly contested by both the boys 
(70%) and the girls (65%), though at the highest 
grade levels (A*/A) boys generally performed bet- 
ter. This remains the only school in the County 
where boys perform consistently as well as, or bet- 
ter than girls. 

Total A-C passes, at 70% of the entry, exceeded 
the 1994 record of 67.3% and was well ahead of 
both county and national averages. The average 
number of higher grades per pupil was an excep- 
tional 6.0. 

Against the national trend, entries were main- 
tained at the very high level of 8.6 subjects per 
pupil, ensuring that the results are a true reflection 
of all our pupils’ efforts. 

Subject performances were uniformly strong; the 
best evidence for this being the very high number 
of pupils who gained 9 or more higher grades - 64 
in total, or 41.3% of the whole year group. 

It is these wide-ranging subject successes, repre- 
senting high quality teaching and learning out- 
comes among the whole ability range of our pupils, 
which afford me most pleasure. 

That, together with the healthy, productive and 
competitive rivalry between boys and girls, are the 
hallmarks of our consistently high and continuing 
academic success. 

Long may it continue.

Welcome Home from Hospital 
A new hospital discharge scheme based at 
Addenbrookes Hospital is currently being set up. 
The scheme, which is managed by Care Network 
with joint funding from Health and Social Services, 
will offer short-term practical support to elderly 
people with no immediate care available on dis- 
charge from hospital. 

The scheme will not replace any statutory ser- 
vices but will complement them by providing a 
stop-gap until other services commence or until the 
person feels able to cope again. Initially, the 
scheme will cover patients living within a 10-mile 
radius of Addenbrookes but will be extended in the 
future if successful. 

The success of the scheme depends solely on the 
volunteers providing the service so volunteers are 
now being sought urgently. Applications are wel-

No particular skills are needed - just a caring 
nature, common sense and a genuine liking for 
older people.

Nature Reserve 

Hi again, 

That's the holidays over for 
another year, so | can now con- 
centrate on nature again, at my 
"patch". 

Just recently, I paid a visit to 
my old friend John Davey, who lives at 
Stetchworth near Newmarket (and is as much a part 
of the countyside as an Oak tree or hedgerow 
would be). His 'patch' is surrounded by large woods 
where Roe and Fallow Deer with their fawns in 
attendance can be seen, the walking is good, the 
company is great and so are the breakfasts cooked 
for us by Rose, his delightful wife. 

The last of the House Martins and Swallows are 
now gathering on the wires ready for their return 
journey back to Africa, the Woodpigeons are still 
rearing, the Moorhens on the pond are rearing four 
young, there are still a few Whitethroats in the 
hedgerows, “charms' of young Goldfinches are 
attacking the thistle heads, and eating the seeds 
they so love. 

The hedgerows are now coming into their own, 
the magnificent colours all starting to show...Sloes, 
pricked and put in a bottle with some gin and sugar 
and left for a couple of months, make the most 
tasty and stomach warming drink, good on a win- 
ter's day...don't throw the sloes away when its fin- 
ished, use them to make a jelly or jam - that cer- 
tainly adds a kick to breakfast toast. 

Rosehips, use for wine or jelly, 'Haws' can be 
picked straight from the bush and eaten (don't for- 
get to spit the stone out, and possibly start a new 
bush somewhere), Blackberries...1 don't need to say 
anything about these. 

I would like to thank Craig and Darren, two 
young lads who help me in and around the Village, 
and James, my young helper, who is doing his 
Duke of Edinburgh Award, and will be involved in 
some management tasks with me during the next 
six months.. 

Autumn is the most self-possessed season, when 
the wind blows and one year's leaves are scattered 
to the ground. To the English, at least, it is an 
Elgaresque period: finely composed, with all the 
colours and smells of a season turning, it is the 
time when the land is measured by a shadow's 
length. Spring, while piquant, is often insubstantial, 
Summer, while languid, has no clear thesis, and 
Winter simply lacks compassion. Autumn's 
moments, by obvious contrast, are always mature 
and deftly drawn.
